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SWAT THE SOVIETS! 


There mus: have been many residents of this Colons who read 
with surprise yesterday of the existence of a Communist Party at 
Home and of the establishment by that body of Soviet Councils for 
Yorkshire, the North-East Coast, London, the Midlands and 
Scotland. That there are Labour bodies in the United Kingdom 
ran by and composed of fanatical extremists most of vs have 
known, but few of us were prepared for the bald: announcement that 
Soviet Councils are all already in existence inthe Old Country, It 
may be, of course, that the movement is small and uoimportan:. 
Most probably it is. But the development is significant all the 
same,andregretiable also. We say so niuch because there is 
absolutely no necessity forthe introduction of the Soviet system 
at Home. Soviet Councils, indeed; what does Britain-want tudo 
with these foreign anarchistic organisations? They are totally un- 
British. But our faith in the level-headedness of our own people is 
sufficiently strong to warrant us holding the baliof that the 
movement will die a speedy death, despite the rosy visions that may 
be held up to the masses by its leaders. 

“The Soviet system, as we understind it, implies. as in Russia. 
the supremacy of the workers, both in the productive life of the 
nation and in its governance. It means the division of the land 
amongst the masses, the controt of all sources of production by’ the 
people, and government by the proletariat throogh a system of 
Workmen's Councils. That, presumably, is the aim of these British 
Communists and their idea in forming Divisional Soviet Councils. 
Now, what.earthly justification can there be for such a movement 
in England? Whatever its shortcomings. Britain's system of 
government has its roots in popular consent, and the people bave 
to-day a larger voice in the affairs of the nation than they have ever 
enjoyed before. Indeed, in certain regards there is more real 
democracy in Britain than in many a Western Republic, If not 
acquainted with the facts. ono might be led to believe from the in- 
auguration of the Soviet Councils that the workers of Britain are an 
ed body of men having neither a voice in the government of 
the country nor io the industria! conditions under which they Jabour. 
But here elso it can be said that Labour has never had 80 big a 
representation on the nation’s Legistatura as it has to-day, whilst 
-it bas never beenso well or strongly organised to fight its own 
battles. Trades Unionism Jiterally boneycombs the industry of the 
* country, with the innumerable Unions, Federations end Alliances 
which play so-lerge a part in the affairs of the workaday life of the 
nation. Then-wherein the necessity of these now-fangled Soviet 
Councils ? mo 
It does us good to turn fromm this hare-brained movement to the 
’. expression of opinion recently made by the Executive Council of the 
Social Democratic :Federation and 'the National Socialist Party 
protesting strongly against anything in the msatare of 2 maas strike 
or a goneral strike," which," they say, “ cannot fail to inflict priva- 
tinn and-misery upon the entire population and may lead to anarchy 
-and civil wat, when political action iy'at‘our disposal which would 
shortly bricg sbout what we are all striving for.” That is Constita- 
tionalism, and, what is more, Common Sense as well And it helps 
us to make our point, which is that there is not the slightest need in 
an enlightened country for these insane and destructive bodies 
. Koown as Soviet Councils. If our workers, our professional classes, 
our aristocra! any other section of the people are dissatisfied with 
‘affairs as th e, they have ample constitutional remedies at hand 
which they can use to bring aboutreform. Until they have erhaust- 
ed these, they have no moral or legal right to establish organisations 
‘based on anarchistio ideas. To be quite frank about it, these Soviets 
should be ruthlessly suppreased by the Government without further 
ado. They should be declared illegal and unconstitutional. Britain 
does neither want nor need them. =. ye ; 


THE CASE OF MR. MACSWINEY. 

The other dey. io referring to 
the acute Irish position, we ex- 
pressed our dissatisfaction with 
the policyoffuiser fuirrseemingly 
being adopted by the British Gov- 
ernment, and are now glad to 
note Sir Edward Carson's state- 
ment that peace negotiations 
are proceeding with the Govern- 
ment. Surely, itistime. Whether 
the Irish extremists are right or 
wrong makes not one jota’s 
difference to the urgency of a 
settlement, for to let the 
present state of things continue 
would be to place a blot on 
British — statesmanship. The 
case of the Lord Mayor of Cork 
has gone beyond the mere 
question of being a punishment 
for acrime: it bas cometo bea 
matter of very vital importance 
to the security of a Government 
for when Labour leaders of the 
prominence of Messrs. Adamson, 
Thomas, Bowerman and Hender- 
son make ap appeal as they have 
now done thes expect a satisfying 
answer, failing which there are 
many things that might bappen.

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INDO-CHINA TROUBLES. 
TRANSPORT CREWS 
STRIKE. 
From Haiphong exchanges we 
note that some delsy was caused 
in the departure of the two trans- 
ports, General Gallieni and 
Camrank, with a detachment of 
Annamite troops for Syria, by a 
strike of the crews whos grie- 
vance was in connection with the 
unfavourable effect of the ex- 
change on their pay.
